SYSTEM DESCRIPTION 

During the development of DE/RPG programs 
that will run on an IBM 5280 System, it may be 
necessary to create many formats. The Format 
Design Aid has been developed to help create 
these formats. Instead of laying out the formats 
on forms, coding Z and A specifications, and key¬ 
ing the specifications into a data set, the formats 
may now be built directly at the display screen. 

The 5280 user is expected to use this system in 
conjunction with the 5280 utilities to: 

• Create new formats and the corresponding 
DE/RPG source code for data entry and/or 
menu type programs. 

• List and/or sequence the DE/RPG source code 
in the work file. 

• Use the SYSCOPY utility to copy the DE/RPG 
source code in the work file to a 'user defined'- 
data set. 

• Use the SYSSEP utility to make modifications 
and/or additions to the DE/RPG source code. 

• Use the SYSDERPG compiler to compile the 
source code. 


If the 5280 user selects the option to 'Create a 
Data Entry Program' and specifies the display size 
when prompted, then processing should proceed 
as follows: 

1. The JOB DEFINITION screen is displayed to 
prompt the user for the required input to define 
the job to be performed by the program being 
created. The 'Z' job specification statement is 
written to the work file. 

2. The FORMAT DEFINITION screen is displayed 
to prompt the user for the required input to 
define the format(s) to be processed by the pro¬ 
gram being created. The 'Z' format specifica¬ 
tion statements are written to the work file. 

3. The FORMAT IMAGE screen is displayed to 
prompt the user for an image of a format to be 
processed by the program being created. The 
image is saved by the program. 

4. The ATTRIBUTE screen is displayed to prompt 
the user for the attributes of the fields of the 
format image just entered. 

5. If the 5280 user presses the HELP key, a screen 
is displayed to allow the user to: 1) Return to 
the previous format, 2) Return to the current 
format, or 3) Cancel the job. 

6. After the ATTRIBUTE screen is entered, the 
system processes the FORMAT IMAGE and 
ATTRIBUTE data. If syntax or program edits 
fail, the system displays an error screen and 
returns to the ATTRIBUTE screen (step 4). 
Otherwise, it writes the 'A' specifications for 
this format to the work file. 

7. If the last format has been processed, the 
system continues with the next step. Other¬ 
wise, it displays the FORMAT IMAGE screen 
(step 3). 

8. The 'A' specification for the TFILE definition is 
written to the work file. 

9. End of job. 

If the 5280 user selects the option to 'Create a 
Menu Program' and specifies the display size 
when prompted, then processing should proceed 
as follows: 

1. The MENU DEFINITION screen is displayed to 
prompt the user for the required input to define 
the job to be performed, for example, program 
name, number of options, and the sign off op¬ 
tion number. 



2. The MENU DESCRIPTION screen is displayed 
to prompt the user for the descriptions of the 
jobs to be performed from this menu program. 

3. The PROGRAM NAME/DEVICE ADDRESS 
screen is displayed to prompt the user for the 
program name and device address of the pro¬ 
gram that is associated with the displayed op¬ 
tion number. 

4. If a program name has been specified for the 
last option, the system continues with the next 
step. Otherwise, step 3 is repeated. 


An IBM 5256, 5225, or 5222 printer is required if 
the list functions of this system are to be used.

The third function of the Format Design Aid pro¬ 
vides the user with a method of listing and/or se¬ 
quencing the DE/RPG source code in the work file 
or a user defined data set. Prior to sequencing a 
data set, a test is performed to verify that the first 
record in the specified data set is a 'Z' specifica¬ 
tion. If it is not a 'Z' specification the request is 
cancelled.
